Thomas A, Edison is autifority for 
the statement “that the horse is the 
poorest motor ever built’ and motor 
car manufacturers are finding that 
the business men of the country ore 
beginning to realize that the “Wizard 
Edison” knows what he is talking 
about. Recent (horough research and 
study has shown that the average 
work horse will eat eight times his 
own weight in one year, and yet the 
hauling power developed represents 
only about two per cent. of what 
should be expected from this expen- 
diture. It is safe to say that any 
manufacturer will immediately dis- 
ecard any other machine on which the 
upkeep cost is forty-nine times great- 
er than the power returned. Business 
men are beginning to realize this and 
the motor truck business is going 
ahead with enormous rapidity, 

Many interesting statistics might 
Le drawn up as to what could profit- 


ably be done if one-half the horses 
were replaced by motor trucks. 
For instance, more than 30,000 
trucks, each of which can be 


guaranteed fo do twice as much work 
as a horse, and at ene-half the upkeep 
and operation expense, could be built 
from iron which is annually wasted 
in making horse shoes. 

The hay crop of the United States 
for this year will be worth $740,000,- 
0600. If horses were replaced by mo-

ary indicating that 2,526 cars were ex- 
ported at a tota! valuation of $2,248,- 
883. 

That there are still greater possi- 
bilities for American motor car  ©x- 
ports is indicated by the figures which 
show that France exported more than 
$43,000,000 worth of automobiles and 
parts from the United States, valued 
at $39,000,000, a record+breaker for
